the ‘‘Homestead,’’ and while that journal was a champion of many 
other things, its most pronounced feature was the department urg- 
ing ‘‘better farming.’’ About the same time Mr. Wilson, Scotch 
born but a resident of Towa from 1855, began to make his influence 
felt, for he was an agriculturist by practice, by training and by 
scientific study, and first in the legislature, later in congress, then 
at the state’s great agricultural school at Ames, and finally in the 
cabinet at Washington, he was teaching how to farm to get the 
greatest results in returns from the soil. All of this was spread 
by Henry Wallace as a real gospel. 

For many years his journal was a power in Iowa, and he went 
to his reward conscious of the knowledge that few men have done 
more to contribute to the sum of human happiness than did he, by 
helping to lead the farmers of the Hawkeye state to the plane that 
has made agriculture one of the very profitable callings, because 
the soil has been compelled to yield many times its former return 
to the husbandman.

paper, in all its many forms of today. 

A story is told of how, something more than eleven hundred 
years ago—to be precise it was in the year 751—a Chinese force 
marehed on Samarkand, which for some years had been occupied 
by the Arabs, thinking to take the city and expel the intruder. 
The Arab governor, however, was an able general, and marshaled 
He not only repelled the invasion, but took up a 
He captured prisoners. Amongst 
them he found men who were skilled in the art of making paper, 
and that was the beginning of it. The craft quickly spread 
throughout the Arab dominions and, in process of time, trade 
brought the products to Greece. Theophilus presbyter, writing 
about that time, speaks of the paper as Greek parchment, and 
there is a record that the Empress Irene used it for the framing 
of certain rutes for the nuns of Constantinople. 

It was only the paper, however, that came, and not the art 
of making it. This was first introduced into Europe by the Moors, 
also about the twelfth century. They held a great part of Spain 
in those days, and the industry quickly grew. It was good paper, 
‘‘eloth parchment’’ it is styled in the laws of Alfonso of 1263, and 
well styled, for it was stout of substance, and could withstand much 
hard use. At Xativa, Valencia and Toledo the industry grew and 
flourished until the fall of the Moorish power.’ And then came a 
change. The Christian conquerors were less skilled, and the great 
industry deteriorated, both as to quantity and quality. Meanwhile, 
however, the Arabs had brought their knowledge of the craft with 
them when they invaded Sicily. The oldest known document on 
paper is a deed of King Roger of Sicily, bearing the date 1102. 
From Sicily paper making ultimately spread to Italy, and there it 
became a great industry. From Italy it extended to France and 
Germany. In 1297 Pace de Fabriano was making paper, in Italy, 
from rags and flax, and, a short time afterwards, regular mills 
appeared in Padua and Treviso. Ninety years or so later, the 
famous Stormer is setting up his paper mills in Nuremberg, and

Master Spielman, with his ten years’ license 
from Queen Elizabeth to make paper at Dartford in Kent, is the 
next great figure in the English paper trade. and so on to the 
establishment of the famous mills at Maidstone, where John What- 
man turned out his paper in and around the year 1760. In 1799 
came machinery, and, from the small mill at Boxmoor in Hert- 
fordshire, where Fourdrinier, the inventor, first set up his plant,

There is a dis- 
position, however, to accept as state- 
ments of accomplishment the numer- 
ous decrees which are issued from 
time to time in various Mexican 
states. These official utterances are 
long and eloquent. They recite his- 
tory, past conditions and present 
wrongs. Those responsible for them 
sometimes perceive clearly enough 
the desired condition, but often, by 
an odd process of reasoning, they as- 
sume that such condition is already 
at hand. Carranza has been no less 
proficient than his predecessors in 
issuing these decrees. 

The many official pronouncements 
have had various effects. Some, con- 
cerning existing abuses, have been 
followed by an immediate end of 
these wrongs. Thus it is reported 
that the land owners were influential 
in attaining the first step toward that 
relationship of government and peo- 
ple hereby the peon may regain his 
inheritance. But the decrees did not 
go far toward providing a workable 
plan. In the case of taxation, how- 
ever, the decrees have had an imme- 
diate effect. Midnight, January 31, 
for example, was set as the last hour 
in which new assessments against 
mining lands could be paid in. Cor- 
respondence from Douglas, Ariz., in- 
dicates that thousands of acres of 
mineral bearing lands in northern 
Mexico, which for years have been 
controlled by American capital, are 
being abandoned. The owners say 
that they have paid sufficient taxes 
on these properties, and that con- 
siderable areas, long held, are not 
regarded as of enough value to bear

TRUE FOSSIL FORESTS. 
| Yellowstone Park’s Array of Stony 
Relics of Volcano Activity. 
Remarkable fossil forests exist in 
Yellowstone park, the most remark- 
‘able; it is believed, of the several fossil 
forests which have been discovered— 
there are others in Egypt, in California 
and in Arizona—because in the Yel- 
lowstone most of the trees were en- 
tombed in their original upright posi- 
tion and not found recumbent and scat- 

tered about the ground. 

In Arizona, for instance, the fossil- 
ized trunks have evidently been car- 
ried a long distance from where they 
originally grew. 

In the Yellowstone the trees now 
stand where they grew and where they 
are entombed by the outpouring of 
various volcanic materials. 

Now as the softer rocks surrounding 
them are gradually worn away they 
are left standing erect on the steep hill- 
sides, just as they stood when they 
were living. In fact, it is difficult at a 
little distance to distinguish some of 
these fossil trunks from the lichen cov- 
ered stumps of kindred living species, 
Such an aggregation of fossil trunks is 
therefore well entitled to be called a 
true fossil forest. 

It should not be supposed, however, 
that these trees still retain their limbs

SOUDAN N GRASS VALUABLE CROP 
FOR UNIRRIGATED LANDS 


Soudan grass is proving valuable 
for California conditions, as dry for- 
age on lands unsuited for irrigation, 
according to Professor John W. Gil- 
more of the Division of Agronomy of 
the University of California. 

Experiments at the University 
Farm showed that the planting of 
April 15 produced the largest yield 
of both hay and seed. Moreover, only 
two cuttings per year were obtained 
from the later plantings, but three 
from the plantings of April 15. 

The yield of hay from three cut- 
tings, under dry culture, was 5.95 
tons per acre; under irrigation, 7.43 
tons. The yield of both the later 
and earlier plantings was consider- 
ably less. 

The yields at Davis with 15 pounds 
of seed, under dry culture, were 6.93 
tons per acre, and under irrigation, 
7.7 tons. The yield from 35 pounds 
of seed per acre, under both cultures, 
were somewhat more than 15 pounds, 
but the extra yield did not pay for 
the extra seed. 

Experiments were conducted also 
as to the method of seeding. The 
planting in rows 18 inches apart and 
cultivated gave better results than 
the drilled seeding. The yields un- 
der this method were 7.2 tons per 
acre, while the drilled seeding yield- 
ed only 5.1 tons. It must be remem- 
bered, however, that the 18-inch 
planting was cultivated and this re- 
quired labor. The hay produced by 
this method was coarser and conse- 
quently of poorer quality than that 
produced by drilled seeding.
